
Studies centre site is 
revealed to councillors 


THE proposed site for the Lyme Regis Field Studies Cen¬ 
tre was revealed to councillors last week following much 
speculation and rumour. 

The centre will be built in the first field on the left of 
Sidmouth Road when leaving Dorset and entering Devon, 
if plans are approved. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin officially announced the pro¬ 
posed location at last week’s Community Development 
Partnership Committee meeting. Town councillors had 
previously only been told that the site for the field studies 
centre, a project being led by Lyme Regis Development 
Trust, was across the county border.

Councillor Jenkin gave a report on a meeting she at¬ 
tended at East Devon District Council headquarters in 
Sidmouth on August 31 st . 

She said that councillors and officers of the district 
council were given a screen-based presentation on the 
£6.75 million field studies centre by development trust 
chief executive Marcus Dixon and consultant David 
Gale, with help from Sam Rose of the Jurassic Coast 
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team. The 34-bedroom centre was described as a “single¬ 
storey, low-level building”, which will be “virtually in¬ 
visible” from the road as it will flow by terraces down 
the slope of the field. 

Councillor Jenkin added: “Architect Tim Williamson, 
of Heighway Field Associates of Exeter, has chosen an 
eco-friendly, fully sustainable design, to respect the Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty and rural setting, with a 
green roof, natural light and PV panels as standard.” 

Those giving the presentation were not given any feed¬ 
back by the EDDC representatives at the meeting, but 
Lyme Regis Development Trust is expecting a positive 
response from them soon. 

Plans for the centre, which will act as an educational 
hub for the Jurassic Coast, have been included in the 
Field Studies Council’s five-year plan. The development 
trust said it was “optimistic” about securing the £6.75 
million despite a severe tightening of funding. 

It is hoped the centre will provide 28 new jobs and 
bring about £100,000 into the local economy each year, 
through food, coach hire, overspill accommodation and 
other local services. 

The centre will also benefit its partners, including Lyme 
Regis Museum, Charmouth Heritage Coast Centre, the 
Marine Theatre, Seaton and Axe Valley Visitor Centre 
and the Town Mill Trust. 

However, staff at the existing educational centre Wood-

■ YOU have a love of travelling, which was you 
favourite place to visit and why? 

I loved them all in different ways as they all had a new 
perspective on life to offer. Perhaps I would choose Mex¬ 
ico for the relaxed and happy people that they are, the 
bright colours everywhere, and the fact that Mexican’s 
speak a lot slower and clearer than the Spanish. One of 
my favourite memories is sitting on the pacific coast¬ 
watching whales swim on by. 

■ HAVING lived and taught in Japan, in which ways 
are Japanese students different from English ones? 

Japanese people are a lot shyer. They can read and write 
English perfectly but find it hard to have the confidence 
to string a sentence together.

After the coffee and 
patisseries served half way through the daytime classes, 
it’s obvious that the students become a lot more livelier 
and engaged. 

■ AS an accomplished diver, what was the most 
amazing and what is the scariest thing you've seen 
underwater? 

Belize and the Cayman Islands, where I met my hus¬ 



band, have amazing clear waters, like gin and tonic, but 
warm. You can see sea cows, mantas, sea horses, turtles, 
it’s true paradise. On the other hand, I was a bit appre¬ 
hensive when I did a shark dive north east of Australia, I 
jumped in to a swarm of sharks, probably 50 of them. I 
remember asking a friend to take a picture of my limbs 
before I went in case they didn’t come back. I’m happy 
to say that they did. 

■ WHAT brought you to Bridport and what are your 
favourite things about the town? 

My parents retired down here and travelling along the 
coast road to visit them at the end of a balmy summer 
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evening, sold me. How could I resist? Having travelled 
for many years, I can say that Dorset’s landscape is up 
there with the best. 

■ AS a linguist and teacher, what benefits can some¬ 
one gain from learning a new language? 

Aside from the obvious benefits, learning a language has 
been proven to have many benefits that are great for all 
ages but particularly for those of a certain age, and that is 
keeping memory loss at bay. 

■ WHAT was the last song you heard, book you read 
and television programme you watched? 

The last song was probably by Biffy Clyro as my husband 
recently made a compilation CD for our five-year-old’s 
birthday, he likes to play it really loud in the house. The 
last book was “Like Water for Chocolate” a present from 
my good friend Phillie and the last television programme 
was probably something with the dulcet tones of David 
Attenbourgh - the man is a legend. 

■ WHICH three people from throughout history 
would you invite to a dinner party? 

David Attenbourgh, a gentle and wise teacher. He’d keep 
you fascinated all night. Frida Khalo the Mexican artist 
who had a difficult life, yet, her determination to over¬ 
come her challenges is inspiring. She mixed with an 
eclectic crowd who had some strong political and creative 
ideas, no sitting on the fence for her. And to round off 
maybe a few tunes with Nina Simone. 

■ AS a mother of two young children who enjoy the 
outdoors, where would you recommend around 
Bridport to take a family walk? 

We love Eype Beach for making mudslides and Waytown 
for a forest stomp. We are always looking for new forest 
adventures.

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Role of mayor under discussion 


THE position of mayor will come under discussion 
by Lyme Regis Town councillors this evening 
(Wednesday). 

As part of a thorough review of town council’s 
procedures, members of the newly-constituted Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee will consider the future 
role of mayor/chairman of the council. 

At present the mayor chairs the council but there 
has been talk of possibly downgrading the role to a 
ceremonious one only with the appointment of a 
leader of the council to act as chairman, as is the 
case at Bridport Town Council. 

But a National Association of Local Councils’ re¬ 
port sent out with the committee minutes warns 
against the use of the term “leader”.

District councillor Daryl Turner has advocated a re¬ 
view of the role of mayor. When he rejoined the town 
council earlier this year, Councillor Turner told coun¬ 
cillors that he favoured the townsfolk being able to 
elect their mayor. 

Not possible 

However, town clerk Mike Lewis later confirmed that 
this was not possible under present legislation. 

It is expected that some of the council’s longest serv¬ 
ing members will strongly oppose any attempt to lessen 
the role of mayor. 

And they fear that creating the position of leader will 


eventually lead to the politicisation of the council as 
has happened at Bridport where the town council is 
controlled by the Liberal Democrats. Several Tory 
councillors boycotted this year’s mayor-making cere¬ 
mony at Bridport in protest over not being able to get 
their own candidated elected. 

The NALC report points out that local councils are 
officially excluded from using the phrase “leader”, 
although larger councils have appointed “leaders” in 
a lobying role. In law, the role of “leader” has no 
greater authority than any other local councillor. 

The report says: “The position of chairman of a 
local council is the only role legally which gives a 
particular local councillor more legal power than oth¬ 
ers of his/her council.”

Step forward for skatepark plans 


LYME Regis Town Council have been encouraged to 
submit a formal planning application for a long- 
awaited skatepark in the town. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell, who has been leading the 
campaign for a skatepark in Lyme, reported that she 
had received support from West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil's technical services manager, Steve Woollard, re¬ 
garding a skatepark in Charmouth Road Car Park. 

In a letter to Councillor Campbell, Mr Woollard wrote 
that the district council supported a skatepark in their 
car park, as a general principle. However, he pointed 
out that it could clash with the Phase IV of the coastal 
protection works in the East Cliff, Church Cliff and 
Charmouth Road area. 

Mr Woollard suggested ways in which the coastal 


protection works and potential skatepark could func¬ 
tion together, including closing the skatepark on 
some days or creating it as moveable units. 

He encouraged the council to submit a formal plan¬ 
ning application. 

Councillor Campbell suggested that the council re¬ 
convene the Skatepark Working Group to help her 
move the project forward and start working on plans. 
She said the group would need to include councillors, 
youth workers, young people and perhaps a 
skatepark designer. 

Councillors agreed that the matter be taken to full 
council, where they could vote on members of the 
working group and set a date for its first meeting.

Couple's vision to launch self-build 
housing project using traditional skills 


A LYME Regis couple have suggested a self-build hous¬ 
ing scheme as a way of providing more affordable hous¬ 
ing in the town. 

Mark and Zoe Swan presented their idea for the “Hand 
Crafted House of the Future” to town councillors at last 
week’s Community Development Partnership meeting. 

Mr Swan, who has been working in construction for 
over 30 years and now owns his own house-building 
company, and his wife hope to construct a replicable 
demonstration house using only hand tools and traditional 
building skills in the town within two years. 

An adjoined workshop and training centre would help 
local people to learn new skills and get out of unemploy¬ 
ment, with the aim of eventually building more affordable 
homes using this traditional and sustainable method. 

The project is being backed by the Cardiff University 
Architectural School, and Mr and Mrs Swan believe it 
fulfils several of the objectives laid out in the Lyme Regis 
Community Plan 2007-2027. 

Following their presentation, committee chairman 
Councillor Stan Williams said: “This is good for the un¬ 
employed and for learning new skills. To me it is perfect 
but is it really possible to do it in this way?” 

Mr Swan, who was originally inspired to use traditional 
building skills by his father, replied: “It is extremely chal¬ 
lenging but it is absolutely necessary. It is imperative that 
we continue to use these traditional skills.” 

Councillor Ken Whetlor asked how much the project 
would cost. 

Mr Swan said that using only hand made tools and local 
materials could be expensive, but if the house was de¬ 
signed in a way to be built by hand tools, it could save 
money. 

Chairman of Lyme Regis Development Trust, Wendy 
Davies, who was also present at the meeting and gave her 
support to the scheme, said they had previously discussed 
a dwelling for three to four people costing no more than

£100,000. The Mayor, Councillor Michaela, Ellis said: 
“It’s great if you can build it for that price but where are 
you going to build it? There is no land in Lyme Regis.” 

Councillor Ellis also expressed concerns about the 
council being seen to support an individual who may per¬ 
sonally gain from the project, although she described it 
as “a wonderful idea”. 

Mr Swan asked if the council had any land to offer. He 
also said that the project may be an attractive scheme to 
base in land outside of the development boundary, which 
normally wouldn’t get planning permission. 

Councillor Williams commented: “If you get the district 
council to go out of the development boundary, you’ve 
done a better job than us.” 

Perfect site 

Mr Swan also said that there would be no major per¬ 
sonal gain for him, and that he just wanted to work with 
hand tools locally and help provide affordable housing. 
He suggested that the project could be managed under a 
Community Land Trust. 

Councillor Ellis said: “The land is the main issue. 
You’ve got the sea on one side and East Devon on the 
other. You can only go so far.” 

Mrs Davies said that the former ambulance site on Up- 
lyme Road, which had previously been earmarked for af¬ 
fordable housing, would be perfect for the project, as it 
was in an industrial area. 

Councillor Sally Holman supported the idea of promot¬ 
ing the traditional skills but asked: “Why choose Lyme? 
You’ve chosen one of the most expensive areas you could 
to do this.” 

Mr Swan said he believed Lyme was a good place for 
the project, as young people are often forced to move 
elsewhere. Councillor Holman added: “You only have to 


move a little inland - Axminster or Marshwood - and you 
might find somewhere.” 

Mrs Swan said: “We are trying to prove you can do 
something in an area that is locked in the cost of land.” 

Councillor Holman said: “I’m sure if the council had 
land to give you they would.” 

Other suggested sites included the Woodmead Halls car 
park, but this has faced problems after being suggested 
for affordable housing in the past, as the council don’t 
want to lose any parking space, and the land at the end of 
Applebee Way. 

Mrs Davies reported that there was currently confusion 
regarding who owned this land. 

The Mayor said: “We missed out on a good piece of 
land for affordable housing when West Dorset District 
Council bought the land at the end of Henry’s Way.” 

Councillor Williams concluded: “We support it, but as 
you have heard there are lots of problems regarding land.” 

Speaking about affordable housing earlier in the meet¬ 
ing, Mrs Davies reported that a new allocations policy 
was being introduced to Dorset and she didn’t think it 
would be beneficial to people of Lyme Regis, although 
she did not know the full details of it yet. 

Councillor Barbara Austin said: “I hope this allocation 
business is put as a priority because it’s gone on too 
long.” 

She said after speaking to several young mothers from 
Lyme Regis, she found out that many affordable homes 
had been allocated to people from Bridport. 

“We don’t want to lose our young people, we want to 
keep them. If there is a house in Lyme Regis and a Lyme 
Regis person on the list, they should get it and I hope this 
gets resolved soon,” she added. 


Three cars broken 
into in car park 

THREE cars were broken into whilst parked and un¬ 
attended in Charmouth Road Car Park, Lyme Regis. 

The incidents took place sometime between Sun¬ 
day, August 29th and Tuesday, August 31st. 

Two of the cars had a window smashed to gain 
entry. The third car had three windows smashed in 
what police described as a "bungled attempt to 
open the doors", which were centrally locked. 

No items were stolen from any of the cars, whose 
owners were visiting the town. 

PC Richard Winward said: "Lyme Regis generally 
does not suffer from thefts from vehicles, and this 
is particularly disappointing. 

"The offender had absolutely no regard for the 
victims who had to face the expense and inconven¬ 
ience of repairing their vehicles, as well as the upset 
of being a victim of a crime." 

Boat destroyed in 
Charmouth biaze 

A BOAT was destroyed in a fire sparked by a dispos¬ 
able barbecue in Charmouth. 

The fibreglass sailing dinghy and trailer caught 
fire on Sunday after the barbecue was thrown into 
a nearby dustbin before cooling down sufficiently. 

The bin was also destroyed and a second boat 
was damaged. 

Crews from Dorset Fire and Rescue and Dorset Po¬ 
lice attended the scene on Charmouth Beach. 

The Fire and Rescue Service urge anyone using 
disposable barbecues to ensure they are extin¬ 
guished and cold before throwing them away.

MY book on the fabulous 
new organ at St Michael's 
Parish Church is now on sale at 
local outlets.

We are paying 
twice for these 
dirty toilets 

IT'S been pretty quiet on the council front during 
the summer months. 

The big disappointment was the failure by the 
town council to demonstrate they could do a 
better job running the seafront toilets than West 
Dorset District Council. 

The town council scored a real own goal by 
heavily criticising the inefficiency of the district 
council and then employing the same contrac¬ 
tors who have failed dismally in keeping the 
pubic toilets clean during the peak months. 

This was a fact quickly pounced upon by district 
councillor Daryl Turner, who rarely misses a trick, 
with a shake of the head when the disgusting 
state of the toilets was discussed at a recent 
meeting. 

One more factor should be stressed: the council 
taxpayers of Lyme are paying twice for the Ma¬ 
rine Parade shelters to be cleaned. The district 
council had a budget for the contract which, pre¬ 
sumably, has been allocated elsewhere. And the 
town council now budgets for the cleaning con¬ 
tract. 

A classic case of double rating. 

The least visitors to this town should expect is 
toilets that have an acceptable level of hygiene. 

The district council are not off the hook here. 
They failed yet again to keep their toilets clean 
throughout the summer and on one occasion 
raw sewage was running out of the Cobb toilets 
into the road. Unbelievable. 

One obvious question comes to mind. Why are 
the district and town council using the same con¬ 
tractors who have consistently failed to do the 
job they are paid for?

Crew member Mark Gage, who is over¬ 
seeing the trial, said:"The aim is to find a 
dry suit that is robust, has a long life and, 
of course, is as comfortable as possible 
in difficult conditions at sea." 

"At the end of each three-month pe¬ 
riod the crew will provide me with feed¬ 
back on the suits so that we can give 
sound advice to the RNLI on the suitabil¬ 
ity of the outfits."

IN a series of interviews leading to ArtsFest 2010, 
ANTHEA SIMMONS meets MICHAEL STRIDE, an 
established professional artist who is well-known 
and loved by railway, aircraft and ship aficionados, 
but he is exploring uncharted territory in his new 
work. 


What's the history of your involvement in the arts? 

"I have been drawing and painting ever since I could 
wield a pencil as a small child. My father drew well, 
but it was only a hobby for him, and my mother did 
not do anything arty at all. My sister is a good amateur 
artist, so there was definitely something in the genes. 

"I went to Farnham School of Art at the age of 13.1 
took the 13-plus and competition for places was 
pretty stiff, I can tell you. My old friend and fellow 
Lyme artist, Brian Matravers, was a contemporary. We 
received a very good academic education in drawing 
and painting leading to a National Design Diploma. I 
had two particularly good teachers, both Royal Acad¬ 
emicians, the painter Arthur Hackney and Henry Ham¬ 
mond who, taught pottery. 

"In my last year, I did a course in commercial art and, 
as a result, went on to work in London for advertising 
agencies and publishing studios. I am a graphic de¬ 
signer, officially; I did a lot of typography and design 
work, illustrating manuals and guides, things like that. 



new landscapes are very much inspired by the coun¬ 
tryside around me. 

"I do take photographs, but I use them for reference 
not reproduction. I am really excited about the chance 
to develop and broaden my work and produce freer 
work driven by my emotional response to my environ¬ 
ment. It's very new for me." 


How did you come to be involved in ArtsFest? 

"I've exhibited in every Dorset Art Weeks since I 
moved down to Lyme in 2000 and every ArtsFest 
since it started. I had an exhibition for Dorset Art 
Weeks in the Blue Lias Gallery and Jenny Pearson 
picked up on me and got me into ArtsFest. 

"I'd been looking for a studio and Graham Coleman 
from Acorn offered me 



that shop up on the corner 
of Hill Street and Silver 
Street (now La Di Da) and I 
worked in there and did a 
bit of framing, which 
raised my profile in the 
artistic community. 

"I have a permanent dis¬ 
play in the Royal Lion and 
you will find me there 
pretty much throughout 
ArtsFest. I have a really 
good relationship with 
them and really appreciate 
the partnership. 

"In the past, I've been 
roped in to help hang the 
group show in the Town 
Mill, under Christine Alli¬ 
son's expert leadership, 
and my wife Sylvia has 
taken over the running of 
the ArtTrail from Karol

I spent seven years working for Ian Allan (publisher 
specialising in public transport, etc.) and I did a lot of 
book jackets for them - trams, aircraft, boats - you 
know the kind of thing. 

"In 1977,1 bit the bullet and went freelance and I've 
been busy ever the since. I have a very loyal client 
base with pretty varied work ranging from the full 
colour illustrations for an organic gardening cata¬ 
logue to, for example, the major project I did for Cu- 
nard earlier this year. Actually, it's just about the 
biggest job I've ever done: a huge illustration of the 
Queen Victoria, cut in half. They had not finished 
building the ship and I had to create this realistic and 
faithful cutaway version from a mixture of technical 
specification drawings and a good bit of imagination. 
Quite a challenge! I went to the press day. It was 
great! 

"I've done all sorts of things really. You can see my 
work on the wall at the River Cottage Canteen in 
Axminster showing the location of Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall's suppliers. That's quite fun. And I hate to 
blow my own trumpet, but I have won awards from 
the Guild of Aviation Artists. I am rather proud of 
them. Peer recognition is always nice." 


Kulik. It's a great event and we are very happy to be in¬ 
volved at the coal face, as it were." 


As a long-standing ArtsFest artist who has wit¬ 
nessed its development over the years, where 
would you like to see it go from here? 

"I would like to see it get a much higher profile. At a 
practical level, I would like to see more banners, big¬ 
ger and brighter signage, to really support the festival 
idea and ensure that visitors really get to see all there 
is to see. The signage in Lyme, generally, could benefit 
from a bit of a review. I feel I could contribute, with 
my design and typography background. 

"I also feel that some paintings get a bit lost in the 
shop windows but I appreciate that it is not always 
easy, and it's marvellous that paintings are there at all, 
so we should not complain." 


What are your main sources of inspiration? 

"From a career perspective, I have had to work in a re¬ 
strained, accurate style, reflecting formal training and 
honed design and draughtsmanship skills, but now 
that I am virtually retired, I feel free to loosen up a bit. 

"I find the Impressionist painters a real source of in¬ 
spiration - in particular, Degas and Toulouse-Lautrec. I 
am also enjoying working in mixed media, getting 
away from precision and the uniformity of airbrushed 
colour. I work outside as much as possible and my 


What do you think will be the highlight of this 
year's ArtsFest? 

"As I said, I spend nearly the entire week in the Royal 
Lion. It's the equivalent of an open studio so, like 
many open studio artists, I am not very free to see 
what is going on around the town. But I will get up to 
Christine Allison's studio. I am always interested to see 
what she is doing and I'll go and see my old friend 
Brian Matraver's work, too."

■ WE are pleased to see that we now have a date for 
Palmer’s public consultation day on the Three Cups Hotel 
albeit two months later than promised. Let’s hope their 
proposals fairly reflect the inputs already made by our¬ 
selves, town and district councillors and planning offi¬ 
cers 

We remain committed to the hotel option, particularly 
as we have hoteliers in the wings wanting to buy and re¬ 
open the Three Cups as a hotel. We believe this is still the 
best outcome to jointly benefit the owners and the needs 
of Lyme Regis and its economy. We are disappointed but 


not surprised that the likely proposals will not include the 
hotel option. Our overriding concern is that this iconic 
building of great historical importance is saved for the 
future generations of Lyme and beyond. 

Sadly it was in 1928 that Lyme Regis Borough Council 
decided to allow the destruction of the Assembly Rooms. 
We do not intend a repeat in which we allow Palmer’s 
pursuit of financial gain at the expense of the Lyme econ¬ 
omy to cloud the proper and beneficial use of this fine 
old building with its ancient courtyard and garden. We 
will therefore be closely examining the extent to which 


the integrity of this building and the land at the rear, both 
grade two listed, are likely to be compromised. This will 
include the impact on the view and ‘sense of place’ of 
Lyme Regis seen not only from Broad Street but also 
from the Cobb and the seafront. 

The TRI report commissioned by Palmers did not state 
that a hotel was economically unviable. The report con¬ 
cluded that the conversion of the neglected and dilapi¬ 
dated Three Cups building to the two hotel options 
selected by Palmers were unviable. Why do other hote¬ 
liers remain interested if the hotel option, in Palmers’ 
view, is a non-starter? Moreover, the WDDC (Goadsby) 
report had very narrow terms of reference and only fo¬ 
cused on the assumptions and methodology of the TRI 
report. 

These reasons used by Palmers to rule out a hotel are 
‘red herrings’. We believe that, for over 20 years, Palmers 
have never wanted to reopen the Three Cups Hotel as a 
hotel. When the land at the rear of the building had been 
stabilised and the time was right they would then proceed 
to achieve what they wanted to do all along. That is to 
maximise their financial return with predominantly resi¬ 
dential accommodation and a project which also entailed 
utilising a substantial part of the rear of this property.

Leftfield: Party 
like it's 1995! 


BACK in the mid-Nineties, Leftfield were one of the hottest dance acts 
around. Their fusion of house, dub and reggae earned them a massive fol¬ 
lowing, of which many - including myself - weren't normally attracted to 
the dance scene. 

Prior to this summer, Leftfield hadn't played a show for around ten years, 
but this festival season the founding member of the duo, Neil Barnes, de¬ 
cided to resurrect the name and hit the road. 

Although his original partner Paul Daley decided to sit the shows out - 
preferring to concentrate on his remixing work and a new solo record - 
the dates clearly had his blessing. 

Kicking off at Rockness in June, the new live line-up played a number of 
festivals in the build up to the weekend before last's London Electronic 
Dance Festival - a new two-day event in the capital's Victoria Park - of 
which Leftfield were headlining the second night. 

Although there was a spot of rain during Friendly Fires'set, the weather 
held off for most of the day despite the often ominous presense of nasty 
looking clouds. The event had two stages and, while penultimate act Gold- 
frapp pulled in a big audience (despite the fact AphexTwin were playing 
in the big tent), by the time the headliners appeared the eyes of everyone 
in the park were set on the main stage. 

The average pop fan might not know the name but they've been part of 
popular culture for some time; whether it's soundtracking Nineties classic 
Trainspotting or"that"Guinness advert with the horses, you might not have 
heard of them, but you've certainly heard them. 

The set was dominated by tracks from the more influential of Leftfield's 
two studio albums, 1995's Leftism. And although they might be "half the 
band they once were," the absence of Paul Daley is made up for with the 
presence of a number of vocalists from the original LP. 

The sound system had sounded a little weak earlier in the day but Left¬ 
field made the bass roar; at times it felt as if the park was literally shaking! 

Their festival shows this summer have spurred Barnes into a Leftfield UK 
tour later this year (including dates in Bournemouth on November 26th, 
Plymouth on November 27th and Bristol on December 2nd). 

Neil will be joined by original vocalists Djum Djum, Earl 16 and Cheshire 
Cat, so if you didn't catch them over the summer months, don't miss out 
on what is a must-see show for dance fan. Just don't forget your ear plugs!

GOODBYE AMY? | DOCTOR Who actress Karen Gillan could be exterminated 
in the next series of the sci-fi show if rumours are true. The Sun reports that the 
Doctor's sidekick Amy Pond will be killed off. 

A show insider told the tabloid that Amy will exit before the end of the next 
series, making her the first of the Time Lord's companions to die since Adric 
(Matthew Waterhouse) in 1982. 

Show boss Steven Moffat announced at the Edinburgh TV Festival that the 
next series will be split into two parts, the first of which will end after an "earth- 
shattering cliffhanger" which he describes as a "game-changing moment" for 
the Doctor (Matt Smith) and Amy.

When asked how long she 
will remain in the show, she said: "I have no idea. I guess you just have to take it 
series by series.

STIG OFF | TOP Gear presenter James May says The Stig will be killed off and 
replaced with a new driver following the recent controversy over Ben Collins' 
attempts to publish his own book. 

But the presenter, dubbed Captain Slow, said that he and fellow presenters 
Richard Hammond and Jeremy Clarkson would give the iconic character a hu¬ 
miliating beating first. The tongue in cheek jibe has come after Ben Collins' un¬ 
masking as The Stig following his legal victory over the BBC, which will allow 
the driver to tell his story about the role. 

There's little doubt the driver will be ousted from the show, and James, 47, 
said The Stig will be retired in the same manner as his predecessor, The Black 
Stig, who was played by racing driver Perry McCarthy.That character exited the 
show by driving off a cliff in 2003.

Andy Wilman was furious with Ben, 35, for writing a book about his show ad¬ 
ventures. 

He said: "There was black-overalls Stig, who had to be dealt with by Andy. And 
then we got white-overalls Stig, who will be dealt with. We start some filming 
next week. 

"We've had some thoughts - driving to The Stig's house and nailing his head 
to the table was one. And getting our overalls back because they're not his. And 
those stupid, poncy shoes he wears. They're ours. And the gloves," May added. 

Collins was axed from the show on Wednesday after the BBC's failed High 
Court battle against HarperCollins, who will publish The Man In The White Suit 
in two weeks.
